This filter uses a LM380 AF power amp, and I can fill the room with 
filtered audio from my various receivers. It's easy to see why one would 
assume that it only has line-level output since the manufacturer used RCA 
phono jacks for both the input and output. 


I discovered this when I opened my unit to see how the auto-notch 
circuit worked (it uses a ramp generator coupled to a MC4046 VCO, 
which clocks a MF10 SCAF configured as a bandpass filter. The filtered 
audio goes to a rectifier and peak-detector. When a constant tone is found, 
a 4066 switch couples the output of the MF10 to the inverting input of an 
op-amp. This removes the tone from the incoming audio signal).

OR (as I did) you can use your ears and an SWR meter and/or WM-1/2. 


I found that if you move the "top hat" section up and down the coil; 
you can find a noise peak in your RX pretty fast. Then adjust up and 
down one or two windings, each time check SWR with 1 or 2 watts. Slow 
but it worked. Don't forget to mark the coil somehow for each band so 
you can adjust it quickly, when you change bands. 


I do like the MFJ method better, but mine is back at MFJ for 
calibration. 


A real sweet setup is the K2, KAT2, PW-1. I took my PW-1 to a friend's 
house, he has his K2 KAT2 done. We set every thing up on my mark; that 
got use 1.5-2:1. Then just punch the button on the KAT2--BOOMPH 1.1:1.

For the CW hardcore out there--here are my impressions on another wonderful 
paddle. This one has great potential for Field Day, QRPTTF, and other trips 
where you want paddle portability BUT with some quality too. 


The Schurr Portable Wabbler is a really fine piece of workmanship. It feels 
better to me than my Profi--why I don't honestly know. I tried a Wabbler at 
Pacificon, and have been thinking about getting one ever since. The Profi 
is, in large part, just a bigger Wabbler. 


I tried for a while to get someone to part with a Wabbler, thinking I might 
save a few bucks. No dice! Apparently people don't sell their Wabblers. 
Finally had to give Marshall Emms at Morse Express some Arizona money. This 
little jewel isn't cheap, but at $250 it's not going to make your breathing 
get short like buying a Mercury might do! 


The Wabbler is a lot of brass! Then, to give it a nice, neat and very clean 
look, they put a great looking plexiglass cover that fits snugly over the 

main mechanism. The base is about 2 1/4" by 4 1/2" and the mechanism takes 
up most of that space. So, it isn't exactly a "put it in your pocket" sized 
paddle. But the best come later about that. The overall height is about 2". 
Clearly this is smaller than a Bencher, or the Profi, etc. 


The mechanism definitely looks expensive. There is absolutely nothing about 
the key that says anything other than "quality". Even the adjustment knobs 
have a very classy look, and they are very easy to work. The dot and dash 
adjustment knobs each have six holes, like set screw holes, spaced evenly 


around them. There aren't any set screws, but there is a small adjustment 
tool, like a lever, which you can slip into any one of these holes and make 
very minor adjustments. The tool fits neatly in a hole in the plexiglass pad 
that separates the mechanism from the base. Very nifty! 


So, it adjusts easily, feels great, and looks even better. But I can hear 
you thinking---that's not really that portable. Well, it really is pretty 
nice size-wise. You just have to see it. But the base is HEAVY! It 

doesn't move much either. In addition to the weight, there are some nice 

rubber feet on the bottom that are semi-soft and grip pretty well. 


But you still don't think it's THAT portable, right? Well, the good news is 
that the mechanism can be purchased separately ( called the "Einbau") for 
$150, and you can put on your own base (presumably lighter weight). Without 
the stock base the mechanism is very portable. Heck, you could screw it down 
to a piece of wood if you wanted to. I'm thinking about trying a piece of 
plexiglass or whatever, about 1/2" thick and with a piece of that no-skid 
shelf liner glued to the bottom, for the Einbau. A tour of a couple of hobby 
shops is in order. 


If you want to see a picture of these beauties, check out the Morse Express 
website at http://www.mtechnologies.com/schurr/. I have no connection to 
Morse Express, although I do have expectations that Marshall might at least 
buy me a cup of coffee (if we ever meet) for mentioning his name! 


My Wabbler and/or Einbau, and my K2, will definitely be with me on my next 
trip to the woods!

The ARRL Handbook probe works pretty well. Also the diode you choose will 
effect the probe measurement due to it's voltage drop. Use a 1N34 or 1N60 
germanium diode to minimize this, you can get them at radio shack. I usea 
1N914 silicon diode as I have a nasty habit of burning the germanium diodes 
out. 


You also must understand that E42/R uses RMS voltage, your simple diode probe 
represents either Peak Voltage or possibly 2x*Peak voltage if it's a voltage 
doubler circuit. You can convert Peak Voltage to RMS by multiplying by the 
SQR(2) or .707. The ARRL probe uses a 4.7 meg resistor to do this for you and 
assumes the input impedance of you meter is approx. 10 meg. This is a simple 
voltage divider. 10 meg/(10 meg + 4.7 meg)= .680 close to .707. 


Also, if you want to make sure you get reasonable accuracy, measure the input 
impedance of your DVM. It's very easy to do. Get a 1 megohm to 10 megohm 
resistor. Measure the voltage from your power supply and write it down. 
Connect the resistor in series between the power supply and your DVM and 
measure the voltage. It will be lower. Using ohms law you can now solve for 
the "resistance" of the meter as you know the series resistor value and the 
two voltages. Once you have the meter value, you can calculate the series 
resistor that will provide a .707 voltage reading.

I have found that rebooting the computer (sometimes 2 or 3 times) and all 
at once everything (DigiPan, TrueTTY, etc.) run fine. 


Interestingly, LOGGER runs perfectly even when none of the other PSK 
programs will!

I get a message "MMSYSTEM MEMORY ALLOCATION ERROR" when the programs 
listed above will not run.

I didn't see any replies to you so I'll offer my 2 cents. 
>From your description, it could be a "noisy " transistor or IC. 


The way I find these is by spraying a cooling type of spray ( these 
are sold at electronics stores and maybe even radio shack). 


I'd just spray the whole board down and see if it goes away. 
It just takes a quick spritz on the culprit to make it stop ‘till it 
warms up again. 


If that works, then I'd divide the board into sections and spray one at 
a time till I found the right area. Then down to component level. 


Usually these are bad trans or IC's , rarely but occasionally they can 
be bad caps 
or other passive devices. 


Sometimes a hot soldering iron helps to pinpoint the problem as that is 
easier to administer heat by placing the iron NEAR a suspected bad 
component .

Noise, sounding exactly 
like summer atmospheric noise, complete with occasional crashes, 
builds up slowly over a couple of minutes and buries the desired 
Signals such that the receiver becomes unusable within a couple 
of minutes of operation.
